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5 What the Stone Trust Has Done, 

The stone-trust investigation is the fruit of 
Tun Tao 's recent inquiry. It showed 
that there was in Chicago a Quarry Ownesr’ 
Association, a Cut Stone Contractors“ Asso- 
ciation, and a Journeyman Stonecutters’ As- 
sociation. These three associations are band- 
ed together in a close combination which prac- 
tically controls the stone buginess in Chicago 
and shuts out those who attempt to do busi- 
ness regardless of the rules of the combina- 
tion. The Sherman law against combination 
m restraint of trade is the law 
which the government intends to pro- 
ceed under in an investigation 
and possible prosecution of this com bination. 
That law declares that it shall be illegal for 
men to vonibine in any manner to restrain 
trade or commerce among the several States. 
The inter-State character of the operations of 
this combination is found in the faet that 
owners of quarries who do not jon the 
association find it next to impossible to 
get their product upon the Chicago mar- 
ket. They have difficulty in inducing con- 
tractors to handle it or stonecutters 
to cut it. District-Attorney Milchrist said in 
an interview last evening that he was deter- 
mined to follow this combination with a thor- 
ough and vigorous investigation. If facts are 
brought out in support of the published state- 
ments re ing the action ot the combina- 
tion and it ‘be proved that the operations 
are of an inter-State character sweeping pros- 
ecutions will follow. 

How 4 Contractor Was Harxssed, . 

G. W. Williams is a contractor whose story 
Tun Dusumm told. Mr. Williams bought 
stone for the construction of two buildings on 
West Adams street, and had just started men 
at the job when Walking Delegate McCarthy 
stopped the mea and told Mr. Will- 
iams that he would have to come 
to some understanding with Seere- 
tary Diener of the Cut-Stone Contractors’ 
Association. Mr. Williams was kept running 
from one association to another, to meetings 
of executive’ Committees and consultations 
with executive boards, for some time, and in 
the meanwhile workmen were not allowed to 
touch his because he was not a member 
of the combination.

Samuel Chandler is President and Treasurer 
of the White River Quarry company. His expe- 
rience was told in Tax Txrsuve’s article.

Named the Wrong Smith, 

Private Smith’s name led to a curious error 
last week at Fort Sheridan during the investi- 
gation of the alleged violations. of the rule 
prohibiting liquor-selling near the post. Dur- 
ing the inquiry made by Inspéctor-Geueral 
Heyl Private Smith was reported to Col, Heyl 
as one of the guilty parties. There are two 
Smiths in the Fifteenth Regiment at Fort 
Sheridan, and, by some mistake, Col. 
Heyl, it appears, reported the wrong 
Smith to the authorities at Washington. 
Several days ago orders came direct from 
Gen. Schofield himself banishing the inno- 
cent private to Fort Apache, a lonely post in 
the sand deserts of Arizona. The guilty Pri- 
vate Smith saw through the error at once 
when his namesake was ordered away and he 
generously offered to go to the commandant 
and have the error rectified, but 
the other said that he had been 
waiting for just such an opportunity to 
make a trip to the West. The mistake, 
he thought, would be discovered soon enough, 
and he would be returned to his company, “A 
least, he said, he would risk it. So. the wron 
Smith was sent to Fort Apache. Tuesday 
last Col. Crofton, the commandant, discdv- 
ered the error, and he at once sent the neces- 
sary papers to Washington to have the error 
rectified. The order banishing the guilty 
Smith and ordering innocent man's re- 
turn will reach here in a few days. The Pri- 
vate Smith now at Fort Apache will have eu- 
joyed a fine trip West at Uncle Sam’s ex- 
pense, just as he auticipated.

FORTY-THREE MEN ARE DEAD. 


Fourteen Bodies Have Been Recovered from 
the Raslyn Mine— Work Stopped. 
Rostyy, Wash., May 11.—The exact cause of 
the terrible explosion in the coal mine yester- 
day in which forty-three men perished will 
never be known, as it is now certain that every 
man in the mine was killed. The most rea- 
sonable condlusio is that a miner struck a 
gas-pocket or feeder, which suddenly filled 
the slope and became ignited by a miner’s 
lamp. At 3 o’clock this afternoon fourteen 
bodies had been taken out. The work of re- 
lief is slow owing to the wrecked condition of 
the interior of the mine, and possibly another 
forty-eight hours will elapse before the lowest 
level is reached. 5 
Tuesday morning gas was reported in the 
sixth west entry and sixth east main way. All 
these gases were removed by Foreman John 
Shaw and the men put to work. They worked 
from 7 a. m. till explosion occurred at 
1:45 p. m. with naked lamps. At 12 o’clock 
noon the mine was reported free from gas. 
About 45,000 cubic feet of air was forced into 
the slope, the law reqdiring 100 feet per 
minute an average of sixty men work in the

Minister Hicks Talks of the Results of the 
War and the Prospects. 

New Tom, May 11.—[{Special.]—John 
Hicks of Wisconsin, United States Minister 
to Peru, arrived on the steamer City of Paris 
yesterday. 

“Peru wastable republic,” he said, but 
considerably impoverished from its war with 
Chili, The Supreme Court Judges, for in- 
stance, have received no salary for eight or 
ten months.

SILVER PRODUCTION. 

The Utica Herald makes a strong point 
against continuing the government purchases 
of silver in the tuture for the benefit of the 
silver producers. After quoting the report of 
production and purchase as given by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and noting that the 
quantity of the white metal used in the indus- 
trial arts in che United States last year was 
valued at $7,289,073, it says these figures show 
that the government purchases exceeded the 
home production by more than 3,000,000 
ounces. But a little analysis of the figures 
cited will show that more than $10,000,000 
‘was paid last year to producers of silver in 
other countries than our own through the gov- 
ernment purchases. It askæ: On what pos- 
sible grounds ond an argument be based to 
give to the foreign producers not only this 
$10,000,000 but nearly $3,000,000 more for the 
same weight in bullion without any return to 
our on people?” 

That is a pertinent question. One would 
think even the silver producers of this country 
might see for themselves that to arbitrarily 
fix the price of silver bullion at its coin value, 
$1.2934, would badly aggravate the situation 
here. The result, if such action could really 
cause a rise in bullion value, must be not only 
to iavite excessive production at home but also 
to stimulate the development of cheaper ores 
in other lands by low-priced labor there. Of 
course such a consequence would glut our 
market and create an abnormal relation be- 
tween silver and every other article used by 
mankind. 

The figures of production are startling, not 
more so in regard to the total increase than in 
respect to the share of the United States in 


supplying ‘the world. In 1879 the whole out-

WAGES AND THE TARIFF. 

Messrs. Cleveland and Mills assert that the 
home manufacturer of protected goods adds 
the duty to the price of his product and pock- 
ets fin extra profit. A correspondent, agree- 
ing with them, writes to say that the benefit 
of all tariffs, low or high, stups in the pockets 
of employers. It need go no further, and 
never does,” : 

Do the following figures show that those as- 
sertiohs are true as regards the highly pro- 
tected glass industry? By the census of 1880 
the total value of the window glass made in 
the United States was $5,047,313.. The average 
rate of duty collected on the imports of that 
kind of glass in 1888 was 109 per cent. Apply- 
ing the beautiful Milis-Cleveland rule, the 
manufacturers of the window, glass made in 
1880 would, but for the tariff protection, have 
asked for it only $2,415,000, The wages paid 
the workmen in that census year were $2,139,- 
000. According to the free-trade Democrats 
those wages would nut have been reduced had 
there been no protection. According to the 
correspondent, the tariff had nothing to do 
with making them what they were. 

Deducting the wages from what Messrs. 
Mills and Cleveland say the glass should have 
been sold for there remains $276,000 with 
whichto purchase the raw materials of the 
glass. According to the census those cost 
$1,849,530. Some of the articles used paid a 
duty, but the great bulk did not. Had all the 
chemicals used been duty free the cost of the 
raw materials would not have fallen below 
$1,500,000. Therefore the manufacturers 
ought to have sold the glass they made in the 
census year for $1,234,000 less than it cost 


It does not take a strong intellect to see that 
under those circumstances there would be no 
glass made here, In that case what would the 
workmen in the glass factories do? If they 
turned to some other industry they would find 
no demand for labor there. They would be 
unable to retain their old positions except by 
consenting to a cut of wages of 60 per cent or 
more. That would bring them down toward 
the Belgian basis and would give the Ameri- 
can manufacturer some prospect of coming 
out even. 

The American glass worker gets better pay 
than his Beigian competitor. He also lives 
much better. He is better housed, clothed, 
and fed. He and his family are more com- 
fortable, have more conveniences and ſuxu- 
ries. The correspondent and his Democratic 


authorities say that he has these things not. 


because of the tariff, but because of some rea- 
son which they never explain satisfactorily. 
Sometimes they say that the American work- 
man produces more to the hour than his for- 
eign competitor. But the workman who leaves 
Belgium and comes here does not have to 
double his productivity to get the American 
wages. He gets them at once. If his pay 
was governed by his output he would stay m 
Belgium, double his output, and get increased 
wages there. But he never does. : 
The difference between the Belgian and 

American workman is a radical one. It sticks 
out ali over. But between the American and 
the Belgian manufactuter no such startling 
differences exist. The former shows no more 
outward and visible sigus of good fortune 
than the latter. ‘There is nothing to mdicate 
that he is accumulating wealth more rapidly. 
‘The Belgian workman comes here; the Bel- 
gian manufacturer does not. The former is 


not flourishing at home; the latter is. If the

With criminal recklessness 
and indifference it has still further endan- 
gered navigation by cutting off $75,000 from 
the coast survey appropriation. It has re- 
duced the expenditure necessary to preserve 
the public buildings nearly one-half. Is this 
economy? It has so far cut down the appro- 
pristion for light that the public business will 
have to be conducted in semi-darkness unless 
the employés pay for gas out of their own 
wages. It has almost wiped the Fish Bureau 
out of existence and thereby struck a deadly 
blow at the cheap food of the people. The 
moonshiners of che South and the rascals who 
evade paying révenue will be grateful to the 
Detnocratic cheeseparers for reducing the ap- 
propriation intended to aid in looking after 
them. It has orippled the Land Office and the 
Howard University,. closed the schools in

882,350 pounds of Ceylon tea. For the year 
ending with last March the quantity was 47,- 
862,608 pounds. During the last-named period 
the China tea on which duty was paid 
amounted to only 38,068,828 pounds, and the 
Indian.tea was about equal to the sum of the 
Ceylon and Ching product, being 86, 278.581 
pounds. Some of the English people are ex-

Its 
new gold florin will be equal in value to 4036 
cents of our money, and the ratio of values of 
gold and silvér will bo 1,822 te 100, This can- 
pot be regarded as an excessive concession to 
the goldites, since the ratio of commerce has 
recently been nearly 25 to 1, and the new.sil- 
ver florins are intrinsically worth but about 
three-quarters of their nominal value. Under 
the new rule 820 florins will be struck from 
one pound of fine gold or 1,640 from the kilo- 
gram. The future unit of the Austrian mone 
tary system will not, however, be the floria 
but the half florin, or the crown (krona in 
German and kovona in Hungarian), divided 
into 100 heller. Heneé 100 crowns will be 
equal to 105 francs, 86,08 marks, 50.42 Dutch 
florins, and to $20.25, while the theoretical 
parity of the pound sterling will be 24.02 
crowns.

Beloit Is to Have a $70,000 Structure De- 
voted to Teaching the Sciences. 

The corner-stone of Peatsons Hall, or the 
new Science Building of Beloit College, will 
be laid today at 2 p. m., in the presence of the 
trustees of the college, many of whom are 
prominent men of Chicago, and scores of 
friends of the institution.

that the Yorktown, Mohican, Adams, and 
Rush, four of the eight vessels placed ‘under 
his command for police duty in Beruig Sea, 
were all coaled, provisioned, and otherwise 
equipped for the summer's campaign.

HAS AN INTERESTING HISTORY. 


An Important Sale of Wabash Avenue 
Property Recently Closed. 

Thomas Lord has sold his leasehold interest 
in 24x161 feet, west front, on Wabash avenue, 
ninety-six feet north of Washington street, for 
$110,000. The purchaseris H. C. Metcalf, who 
formerly occupied the building on the oppo- 
site side of Wabash avenue, now being torn 
down by Marshall Field; The property is 
legally described as the south half of Lot 6 in 
the Fort Dearborn addition to Chicago. 

Its history as read from the county records 
is interesting. Under date of Feb. 1, 1867, it 
was leased by Henry D. Huntington to S. B. 
Gookins for ninety-nine years, with the priv- 
ilege of renewing the lease indefinitely at the 
end of each ninety-nine year term.

The Rise and Development of the Rustler— 
Daring and Theft in Defiance 
of Law and Order—Death to Those Who 
Stealers—Need of the Whale Power of 
the United States in Maintaining Order 
in Johanson and Other Counties. 

Ogzcaao, May 11.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—In your columns yesterday appeared some 
extraordinary statements from a party who is 
termed “a well-known citizen of Wyoming.” 
Interviews with anonymous parties do not as 
a rule call for comment, but the paragraph 
yesterday is so misleading that it requires an 
answer, more especially as the stamp of Tus 
Tarsunsz is upon it, and, further still, the im- 
portance of the subject is one which causes 
readers to scan closely every word written 
upon it, 

The “well-known citizen ” goes back on 
bistory, back to the pioneer days of Wyoming 
when men had to marry Indians or remain 
bachelors. That is twenty-five years ago, and 
what happened then is a tale of long ago, so 
far as Wyoming is concerned. About fifteen 
years ago ranching as at present carried on 
became an important business in that part of 
the world and the industry reached the climax 
of its prosperity from 1880 to 1884. -Since the 
latter year it has been going down and the 
present troubles are likely make matters 
worse.
